Former Instructor at Annapolis to 
Guide Destinies of New Akron

years I 
ago an Instructor at the naval acad- j 
emey iliad a hunch he would like 
flying; now he has become snipper 
of the giant airship Akron. 
He 
is 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Charles E. Rosendale, a slim, blue­ 
eyed officer in whose life dirigibles 
are part and parcel sinoe a day in 
1923 when he went with the first 
class of volunteers for duty on the 
Shenandoah. 
He reports at Lakehurst, New Jer­ 
sey, April 15 to prepare for his new 
command. 
To his new' task he brings the 
experience of 3,333 hours of flight in ! 
lighter-than-air craft and the rec-; 
ord of more hours in tile air as 
skipper than any other American 
officer. 
Senior Survivor 
He was senior surviving officer 
of the Shenandoah's wreck in 1925 
in Ohio, free-ballooning to safety 
with six companions in the broken 
off forepart of the airship. 
He commanded the Los Angeles j 
for tlvree years, was at the helm 
when it flew nonstop to panama j 
in 1928 and when it made a landing * 
on the aircraft carrier Saratoga. 
He became first commander of 
the rigid airship training and ex­ 
perimental squadron, formed in 1929 j 
at Lakehurst, New Jersey. 
He had been on the Graf Zep­ 
pelin when it first crossed the At- j 
lantlc from Germany and when the 
airship was poised at Lakehurst in 
1929 for its flight around the world. 
he returned hastily from inspecting 
site for the Pacific coast dirigible 
base to get on board with only a 
day to spare. 
Narrow Escape 
Among his narrowest and most j 
thrilling escapes he numbers the 12- j 
mile ride in the damaged fore sec- 1 
tion of the Shenandoah and the 
Graf Zeppelin'* barely averted col­ 
lision with a high tension wire as 
it took off from Los Angeles on the 
last leg of its globe-girdPng flight 
Command of the 6,500,000 cubic 
foot Akron, largest of dirigibles, has 
no terror for him because, he says, 
'‘Til have a lot of good help—-with 
veteran officers and enlisted men." 
While flying itself is most inter­ 
esting 
to 
him, 
he 
believes 
the 
most important sideline has been 
ills work with mooring mast and 
mechanical handling problems. 
Mechaaiical Handling 
‘ No one else in the world but the 


United States navy h is paid any 
attention to mechanical handling," 
he says, ‘ and here is Where progress 
has been and will be made.

methods of putting a dirigible at 
man's beck and call on the ground 
as well as in Hie air. 
“We shall see many great ad­ 
vances with the Akron and many 
interesting things becau.se it is the ! 
first dirigible in history to be de- I 
signed for mechanical handling."

Lieutenant 
Commander 
Rosen­ 
dale will be detached from the plans 
division of th6 buerau of aeronau­ 
tics. his present crew, April 15 to 
organize a nucleus for the Akron at 
Lakehurst, New Jersey. 
The entire complement—approx­ 
imately IO officers and 40 enlisted 
men—will 
go to Akron 
for 
six 
weeks to two months before the 
first flight of the dirigible now ten­ 
tatively scheduled for latter July. 
They will man the ship during its 
trial flights as well as after it has 
been turned over to the navy.
